Prem ier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
personally cabled the revolution­ 
ary Iraqi premier, Karim AI Ka*, 
sim. the Soviet government’s rec­ 
ognition and congratulations. 
The Soviet government hope* 
that the creation of the Iraqi fe- 
public will contribute to the fur­ 
ther consolidation of

peace and to the development of 
friendly relations between the U. 
S.S.R. and Iraq,” it said.
